Police detain six 
lorry stowaways 

A GROUP of suspected illegal immigrants 
were found in the back of a lorry at a Harlow 
truck depot. 

The six Vietnamese nationals were detained by 
police at Truck Lite, in Barrows Road, on 
Tuesday afternoon after a driver on the M25 
reported seeing them in the back of a Dutch 
heavy goods vehicle. 

Officers followed the lorry off the motorway 
and escorted it to the nearest depot to carry out 
a search of the vehicle. 

They found the men and women sitting in the 
container and detained them before calling 
ambulance crews to check them over. The 
group all declined medical treatment. 

The six suspects and a 5 5-year-old Dutch 
driver, who was arrested on suspicion of 
facilitating illegal entry of people into the UK, 
have now been handed to the UK Border 
Agency which will investigate the case.

THE father of a Harlow soldier 
killed in Afghanistan has branded a 
protest by Muslim extremists who 
shouted abuse at soldiers serving in 
the same regiment as his son as sick¬ 
ening. 

John Foster, who 19-year-old son 
Robert was killed in a friendly fire attack 
in August 2007, said he was angry anti-war 
protestors were allowed to disrupt the 
homecoming parade in Luton on Tuesday. 

“If I was standing there with an anti-Muslim 
placard I would have been arrested,” Mr Foster, 
of Great Plumtree, told the Star. “But they were 
allowed to get away with it. It’s sickening. 

“I don’t think the police should have allowed 
the protestors to be there. I feel really annoyed. 
This was about our boys being honoured for 
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fighting for Queen and country. Soldiers just go 
where they are told and follow orders. 

“If I would have been there I think I would 
have got myself arrested to be honest. I am aware 
it was only a very small minority protesting as 
our service personnel are well supported by the 
vast majority of Muslims. We know this from 
support we have received.” 

The demonstration took place as 200 soldiers 
from the 2nd Battalion The Royal Anglian 
Regiment marched through the Bedfordshire 
town. Some of the protestors held up banners 
with slogans describing the troops as “war crim¬ 
inals”, “cowards” and “butchers of Basra”. 

Two people were arrested for public order 
offences but it is understood they were not part 
of the group who were demonstrating. 


Prime Minister Gordon Brown condemned 
the protest. “The whole country is proud of our 
brave servicemen and women who serve their 
country with great distinction and pride,” he 
said. “It is, therefore disappointing a tiny 
minority tried to disrupt the event.” 

Tuesday’s parade was held to celebrate 
soldiers returning home from a six-month 
tour of Iraq. 

Private Foster, who served in the 1st 
Battalion, died alongside comrades 
Aaron McClure (19) and John 
Thrumble (21) when an American 
FI5 bombed their position during 
close quarter fighting. 

Mr Foster added: “Every 
something like this happens it brings 
back what happened to Rob.”

Police called to football match 


as crowd trouble mars cup final 


VIOLENT scenes erupted at a 
football match after fans from 
rival sides clashed in the specta¬ 
tor stands at Harlow FC’s 
Barrows Farm stadium on 
Sunday. 

Children and pensioners were 
caught up in the melee as about 
50 people out of a crowd of up to 
200 fans began hurling insults. 

The troublemakers from both 
sides then clambered over chairs 
and started pushing and shoving 
each other. 

Some fans were said to have 
been physically assaulted during 
the disturbance which happened 
immediately after the final whis¬ 
tle was blown at the Harlow and 
District League Division 5 cup 
final. 

The game between Brookside 
Athletic Reserves and FC Clark 
Reserves ended in a 3-0 victory 
for Brookside. 

Stewards acted immediately to 
break up the two groups of sup¬ 
porters and then set about eject¬ 
ing suspected troublemakers. 


Police were called to the 
ground shortly before 5pm to 
assist with crown control but 
despite officers admitting 
offences had been committed 
they were unable to make arrests 
as no victims came forward to 
report they had been assaulted. 

The management of Harlow 
Town FC, which allowed the 
match to be played at the 
ground, are now warning fans 
will be banned from the 
Elizabeth Way stadium for life if 
they are caught starting trouble 
in the future. 

Although there were no 
reports of people sustaining 
injuries during the disturbance, 
witness Billy Shaw said the vio¬ 
lence upset genuine supporters 
who had gone to enjoy the game. 

“It wasn’t very nice to see 
because there were women, chil¬ 
dren and elderly supporters who 
were caught up in the distur¬ 
bance,” he told the Star. 

“There were a lot of people 
near the pitch and children and 


OAPs were led away from the 
trouble by people trying to help. 
It was very disappointing to 
see.” 

The club, which has signed 
up to the Football Association’s 
Respect campaign designed to 
combat abuse directed at refer¬ 
ees and rival supporters, is now 
urging other clubs in the town to 
adhere to the code. 

Harlow Town FC chairman 
Simon Morgan said: “It’s imper¬ 
ative that everyone who comes 
to football in our town respects 
those around them. 

“Whether they’re supporters 
who swear too much or con¬ 
stantly abuse the referee, or vis¬ 
iting players who take the 
changing rooms and facilities 
for granted, it all needs to stop. 

“This only applies to a small 
minority, but I will not have 
them spoiling it for everyone 
else. Anyone who is caught will 
be banned from our stadium for 
life.” 


Three bailed as search for 
murder weapon continues 

POLICE are still searching for a knife used to 
kill a 62-year-old disabled woman outside her 
home almost two weeks ago. 

Jennifer Macaree, also known as Jennifer 
North, was stabbed inside her black Vauxhall 
Corsa outside her flat in Hadley Grange, 

Harlow, on February 28. She was found short¬ 
ly after 3am and taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where she died a short time later. 

Three men - a 68-year-old, a 25-year-old 
and a 22-year-old - arrested in connection 
with the incident have now all been released 
on police bail pending further inquiries. 

Police are still looking for a large single

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High Court overturns welfare service cash cut

meeting, rescheduled to take place on Wednesday 
evening. 

Welcoming the court’s ruling, HWRA head Sue 
Jones told the Star she was eager to meet with council¬ 
lors as soon as possible to discuss the service’s funding 
arrangements which are due to expire at the end of this 
month. 

“I hope the council will work closely with us to try 
to achieve a successful conclusion as a result of the 
High Court’s decision,” she said. “It will mean an 
entirely fresh process with the slate wiped entirely 
clean. We can only hope they approach it with an open 
mind.” 

But this week it became clear that red-faced council 
chiefs have a different interpretation of the judge’s rul¬ 
ing which crucially quashed the decision made by the 
policy and resources committee on December 18 to 
invite outside bids for the service at one of four budg¬ 
etary bands. 

A council spokesman insisted the authority had no 



intention of halting the tendering process and starting 
budgetary discussions from scratch. “The ruling means 
that the council must go back and consider the level of 
funding it set, not that it must stop the process,” he said. 

“The judge said that the council could have spent 
more time considering the funding but he has not stat¬ 
ed that this must change. If, after further debate at the 
policy and resources committee, it still considers it to 
be appropriate, the council will be allowed to proceed.” 

The Public Law Project, a legal charity which repre¬ 
sented the three claimants in court, said the council’s 
statement was inaccurate and seriously misleading. 

Spokesman Ravi Low-Beer, who was in court 
throughout the hearing, told the Star: “The court made 
it clear that it is not simply further debate that is 
required for a lawful decision to be made, nor did the 
judge say that the council is entitled to proceed with the 
tendering process. 

“On the contrary, there is at present no tendering 
process as the decision to have a competitive tender has 
been quashed by the court.” 
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Parties react to 
judge's verdict

AS the dust begins to settle follow¬ 
ing the High Court ruling over 
Harlow Council’s decision to slash 
funding to the Welfare Rights and 
Advice service, local politicians have 
been passing their own verdicts. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell described it 
as a clear indictment of the council’s 
unwillingness to consult on the funding 
cutback, while Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson branded the Conservatives 
“unfit to run this town”. 

Liberal Democrat leader Chris Millington 
said the High Court ruling was a stunning vic¬ 
tory for the claimants and expressed his hope 
the issue could now be resolved amicably. 

The Star approached the council for more 
ROBERT HALFON details of its plans but a spokesman said the 



administration would be standing by its original 
statement and declined to comment further. 

Conservative prospective Parliamentary can¬ 
didate Robert Halfon criticised the previous 
Labour/Liberal Democrat administration for 
“leaving the council coffers empty”, claiming 
this forced the proposed cutback.

“This ruling demonstrates the disregard 
Harlow’s ruling Conservatives on the council 
have shown to consulting with local people over 
this whole debacle. The cuts they proposed in 
the first place were unacceptable, and I am 
delighted that the High Court has quashed the 
decision and asked them to think again. 

“The Labour group repeatedly warned the 
Tory administration throughout that they were 
not paying attention to due process and a judi¬ 
cial review would be imminent, a bill which 
would run into thousands for Harlow taxpayers. 
They disregarded our warnings.”

Cuts are a taste of things to come 


SIR, I am now in my 88th year and for 
many years of my adult life I was actively 
involved in politics at various levels, during 
which time I thought I had seen it all. 

That was, however, until I attended the 
recent budget-fixing meeting of Harlow 
Council and witnessed not only one of the 
most savage assaults upon the cultural and 
welfare services I have ever encountered, 
but also a presentation of those utterly 
insensitive measures that was so pathetic 
as to be embarrassing. 

Possibly and just to be charitable, although 
God knows why one should be when our 
Conservative councillors quite patently are 
not, articulation and rationality are elusive 
assets whilst attempting to defend the 
indefensible. 

The cuts into, and decimation of, social and 
welfare services which will affect by far the 
very people who need them most have been 


well reported and there is no need to repeat 
them here, but there are other 
observations to be made which, in these 
worrying circumstances, I think are 
pertinent because they relate to, and may 
well signpost, the future. 

We can see with this Tory budget that 
rumours of the demise of Thatcherism are 
greatly exaggerated and that hard-nosed 
political philosophy is obviously alive and 
kicking in Harlow - and lying in wait at 
Westminster also? 

In a recent interview David Cameron gave 
strong hints of public spending cuts should 
the Tories come to power next year. Are 
these actions by the Harlow Tories a trailer 
for things to come? And on whose heads, 
nationally, would the big axe fall? 

I would like to point out that in the 1980s, 
during the Thatcher regime, Harlow's 
Labour-controlled council was heavily and 


vindictively rate-capped. Yet all of the 
services now under such serious threat 
were kept going and maintained because 
the then-Labour councillors believed, as I 
most certainly do, that at whatever cost, 
the people in society who are most 
vulnerable and the most in need must be 
prioritised and cared for. To me, that is a 
fundamental principle. 

How I wish I still had the physical and 
mental energy to be in the thick of this 
fight, but at least the spirit is still strong. 
As a veteran of the Labour Party I do not 
always see eye-to-eye with some aspects of 
New Labour policy but I know there still are 
vital differences between Tories and the 
Labour Party which are starkly illustrated 
by the current display of undisguised 
Toryism on Harlow Council.

Green...but not 
in a good sense 

SIR, I had the dubious privilege of 
speaking as a member of the public at 
Harlow Council’s planning committee of 
meeting last week. 

The subject was Tesco’s proposed 
erection of a pair of wind turbines in the 
car park at its Church Langley store. I 
raised an objection about likely noise 
levels affecting the various activities 
that occur at that site, particularly at the 
health centre and church. 

The meeting was certainly an eye- 
opener for me. As your report (Star, 
March 5) noted, permission was granted 
for the project but I think it is fair to say 
that this was on the basis of a 
lamentable ignorance of the technical 
issues involved. The council had 
obtained no useful information at all - 
not from Tesco, their contractors nor 
from their own research - about noise 
levels which would be caused by the 
installation of this equipment. 

They also chose to ignore the 
quantitative information I provided to 
them. Instead they adopted the attitude 
that ‘it’s green, so approve it’. A 
sensible suggestion from one committee 
member to defer consideration until 
they actually had some facts was 
overridden in the general haste for 
approval. 

It remains a fact that, according to the 
installer’s own figures, such a turbine 
needs to be 50 metres away to ensure 
noise levels are below the acceptable 
maximum. By comparison, even the 
meeting’s agenda admitted the health 
centre is a mere 20 metres from the 
nearer mast and 28 metres from the 
community hall/chapel. 


Prior to the meeting I had exchanged 
emails with a member of the planning 
department, in the course of which he 
openly admitted he did not fully 
understand the terminology he was 
using in the draft approval he had 
written. 

I am afraid this lack of comprehension 
seemed to be prevalent also during the 
meeting. In being keen to be seen to be 
green, our planners are indeed showing 
their greenness - but certainly not in the 
sense they would wish.

Breakdown in 
communication 

SIR, I read the letter from R.Court and 
the problems her daughter encountered 
on an Arriva bus (. Letters , February 26) 
because she looks older than her age. 

I have had the same problem with a 
driver who refused to let my son travel 
unless he bought an adult weekly ticket 
and not the child weekly ticket he had 
requested. 

He had the same problem a few weeks 
ago when the driver said that his Bite 
card was not proof of age, even though 
it had his photograph and the date he 
would be 16 (July 2011) on it. He will 
not be 14 until July this year. 

The driver said that he would need a 
Faresaver card. I went to the Arriva 
office at the bus station to get one to 
save any further hassle and was 
informed that he couldn’t have it until 
he was 14 and I shouldn’t have to pay 
£10 for something that was not 
required. 

I then telephoned the complaints 
department and explained the problem 
and was told to let the driver issue the 
fine, send it in with a copy of the Bite 
card and birth certificate and they 
would sort it. 

I am not blaming the driver but it seems 
that lack of communication between the 
bus company and the drivers is to 
blame. The drivers are employed to 
drive the bus, not to check/argue 
people’ age, especially when they 
produce proof of age. 

It surely is not the child’s fault that they 
are not small enough or young-looking 
to qualify for the child’s fare. But when 
they are in school uniform and carrying 
their ID card they should get child fare. 
Surely the way around this would be to 
have child fare applicable to 
schoolchildren in school uniform and 
the Faresaver card for college/sixth form 
or third level pupils who do not wear 
uniform. 

It really is a Catch 22 situation. My son 
looks older than his age but is not old 
enough to get a Faresaver card.

A SCIENCE centre due to built at 
Harlow’s new state-of-the-art 
leisure centre may not go ahead 
because funding for the project 
has been pulled. 

Harlow charity Science Alive was 
given the thumbs-up to create a science 
and technology centre as part of the 
Leisurezone project currently under 
construction in Second Avenue. 

It would be one of only a few of its kind in 
the region and was hoped to pull in crowds of 
more than 50,000 people per year. 

But Science Alive has now found out it will 
have to reapply for money to fund the scheme, 
claiming Essex County Council has changed 
its funding priorities for the region and as a 
result the centre no longer meets the criteria. 

The news has come as a blow to the chari¬ 
ty which is now pinning its hopes on finding 
another source of funding. 

Science Alive chief executive Jayne Foster 
said: “We know sometimes criteria change but 
this has come as a major blow to us, especial¬ 
ly as we have exceeded the previous funding 
targets. 

“We know from our research that Harlow 
wants our centre for a variety of reasons - 
educational, economic and cultural. 

“It’s a difficult situation but we refuse to be

beaten and are looking at other ways of 
achieving the same end. 

“Other funding routes are obvious options 
that we are investigating but we might find a 
mixture of funding, sponsorship and in-kind 
support provides the answer.” 

She added: “We are keen to hear from indi¬ 
viduals and organisations who would like to 
work with us.” 

The charity, which has already established 
a successful programme of hands-on activities 
for young people, had planned to broaden its 
scope to deliver an exhibit of 40-50 scientific 
displays as well as a theatre giving public 
shows within the sports centre. 

The funding cut will not affect the rest of 
the Leisurezone development, which is due to 
be completed in September. 

Essex County Council is responsible for the 
East of England Development Agency’s 
Economic Participation Fund programme 
from which the money would have come. 

A County Hall spokesman said: “Essex 
County Council, as the programme’s account¬ 
able body, asked to be convinced that the proj¬ 
ect would be sustainable in future and avoid 
reliance on the public purse. This has not 
been demonstrated.” 


Death of much-loved youth worker 


A COMMUNITY stalwart 
who helped thousands of 
young people has died at the 
age of 81. 

Bette Lander, who was a 
youth worker at Brays Grove 
youth centre, died at her home 
in Spencers Croft, Harlow, 
last week. 

She moved to the town 
with her husband and family 
more than 50 years ago and 
was also involved in numer¬ 
ous community projects 
including the Spencers Croft 
Neigh-bours’ Group and the 


Harlow Community Chest 
charity. 

In recent years she cared 
for her husband Ken, who 
died last year. 

Former West Essex com¬ 
munity education officer 
Derek Fenny, who worked 
with Mrs Lander for many 
years, said: “She was like a 
second mother to literally 
thousands of young people. 
She steered them in the right 
direction for a successful 
future and they returned the 
respect and affection she 


always showed them. 

“She was a generous, kind 
and cheerful woman on whom 
many trainee youth workers 
modelled themselves.” 

Mrs Lander leaves two 
children, five grandchildren 
and seven great-grandchil¬ 
dren. Her funeral takes place 
at Pamdon Wood tomorrow 
(March 13) at 3pm. Mourners 
are requested to wear bright 
colours.

Close look at 
life and death 


H ealth is in the 
news of late with 
various Government 
initiatives urging people to 
lead more active lives in an 
bid to stop the country’s 
growing obesity epidemic. 
The issue was just as topical in 
Harlow 40 years ago and 
prompted the council’s top 
health officer to compile a 10- 
year report entitled The Health 
of Harlow. 

Regular correspondent Ron Bill 
gave Nostalgia sight of the 
document spanning 1956-65, which 
listed the town’s various ailments, 
incidents, statistics and health 
patterns as well as information on 
services affecting health such as 
sewerage, housing, water supply 
and pollution. 

In the introduction addressed to the 



chairman and members of Harlow 
Urban District Council, author Dr 
Isodore Ash said the state of 
Harlow’s health had steadily 
improved during the period. 
However, the report details some 
grisly statistics. In 1957, the town 
saw 24 people paralysed because of 
polio (a further 10 were infected 
but made full recoveries); in 1963 
there was a huge outbreak of 
typhoid fever due to corned beef, 
which had not been recognised as a 
transmitter of the disease; and 1965 
saw 10 cases of chemical food 
poisoning as part of a large 
outbreak in two neighbouring 
authorities, which became known as 
The Epping Jaundice. 


Tuberculosis was also rife. Dr VU. 
Lutwyche, the senior chest 
physician in Harlow, submitted his 
own findings to the report. 

“The incidence of tuberculosis in 
Harlow continues to cause 
concern,” he wrote. “The yearly 
increase in the population results in 
an increasing number of newly 
diagnosed patients each year. 

“The chief danger to the 
community is from those with a 
long-standing positive sputum.” 

The report also details the causes of 
death in the town in 1965. Of 264 
people, two people died of 
respiratory tuberculosis, 81 from 
heart and circulatory disease and 
five in vehicle accidents. 

Nowadays, the local primary care 
trust keeps tabs on the health of 
residents, devising a similar annual 
report on the state of the town’s 
health.

WE'LL STILL FIGHT BENEFIT CUTS 

Angry campaigners are still fighting Housing 
Benefits cuts, despite the fact they will become 
law in a fortnight's time. A coach-load of Harlow 
protestors went to meet Jerry Hayes MP in 
Parliament to discuss the cuts which will take 
£190m out of Housing Benefits, creating an 
average weekly loss of £2 for Harlow people.

'Superskinny' Martin piles on 
the pounds for TV diet-swap 



AN ex-jockey who was bordering on anorexia 
and living on a diet of chocolate and cigarettes 
washed down with energy drinks has turned 
his life around - by swapping diets with an 
obese man. 

Martin Cotton (33), weighed just nine 
stone after years of a nutrient-deficient 
daily intake which he began eating 
after taking up an apprenticeship 
at the age of 15. 

His life spiralled out of con¬ 
trol when he turned to drink 
and, coupled with the need to 
keep his weight down, he 
soon ended up eating next to 
nothing. 

But the Harlow-based 
promotions manager is 
now happy and healthy 
after completing a gru¬ 
elling five-day stint in a 
clinic while being filmed 
for the Channel 4 show 
Supersize v Superskinny. 

During the show, which 
was screened last week, Mr 
Cotton is seen eating huge 
amounts of Chinese food in 
one sitting, “buckets” of 
cereal and various snacks 
which would normally suffice 
as a main meal. At the same time 
his ‘food swap’ partner lived on 


Mr Cotton’s meagre pickings. 

“It was really hard and I was sick on the 
second day,” said Mr Cotton. “He would eat 
Chinese meals which would feed four peo¬ 
ple and sandwiches and snacks throughout 
the day so that’s what I had to eat. I put on 
half a stone.” 

Mr Cotton, who works at new club 
Liberty’s in Terminus Street, followed 
a 12-week regime specially designed 
by nutritional experts after the 
show, which was filmed back in 
September. 

He has now put on over a stone 
and has never been healthier. 

“I have managed to cut back 
on my smoking and gain more 
food awareness of what I am 
supposed to be eating,” he 
added. 

“I urge anyone who has 
similar problems to seek pro¬ 
fessional help, not necessarily 
on a TV show but just to find 
some help.”

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Suspended jail 
term for driver 
in attack case 

A FORMER soldier who acted as 
a getaway driver following a 
hammer attack in Harlow has 
avoided prison with a suspended 
sentence. 

Michael Cubberley (32), from 
Basildon, was given an eight- 
month jail sentence, suspended 
for one year at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Thursday. 

He admitted acts tending and 
intending to pervert the course of 
justice after the attack on Daniel 
Lorimer in Altham Grove, 

Harlow, on December 22, 2007. 
Mr Lorimer was punched, kicked 
and struck with the hammer after 
arriving at his ex-girlfriend’s to 
collect his two daughters. 

Peter Osokpo (28), from East 
London, and Kevin Ryan (24), 
from Rochford, were previously 
jailed for five years each after 
they admitted assault with intent. 
Stephanie Farrmond, prosecuting, 
previously told the court 
Cubberley had driven the 
attackers from the scene after 
attempting to intervene. 
Emphasising Cubberley had 
nothing to do with setting up the 
attack, Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
QC told him: “You became 
involved as a peacemaker 
appalled at what you saw and 
made a mistake ... you did it on 
the spur of the moment, perhaps 
frightened of these men who were 
armed with a hammer and 
prepared to kick, causing life 
threatening injuries. It’s fortunate 
Mr Lorimer was not killed.” 
Cubberley was also ordered to do 
100 hours of unpaid work.

A CATERING firm is hoping to 
boost its green credentials by run¬ 
ning its trucks on recycled cooking 
oil. 

3663 First For Foodservice, in Harlow’s 
Greenways Business Park, is set to roll out 
its pilot biodiesel programme to the town 
after successful trials elsewhere. 

The programme involves the collection of 
used cooking oil from suppliers and customers, 
which is then converted into fuel for the lorries. 

Graham Rennie of 3663 said: “Trucks from 
Harlow as well as four other depots - 
Edinburgh, Abingdon, Gateshead and Salis¬ 
bury - will start using the recycled biodiesel 
mix this month and our trucks at Basingstoke, 
Lee Mill, Severn Bridge and Worthing will fol¬ 
low suit in April. 

“We are delighted to be able to extend our 
biodiesel programme to Essex and fuel even 
more of our trucks with sustainable biodiesel 
made from waste vegetable oil. This move will 
allow us to supply customers across the south 
of the UK with a more sustainable delivery 
service.” 

He added: “The programme has removed 
3663 from the ‘food versus fuel’ debate 
because we convert waste vegetable oil from 
our customers and suppliers.”

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Now trader calls for 
hoodie ban in mall

A SHOPKEEPER has repeated 
his call for a ban on hooded tops 
in Harlow’s Harvey Centre after 
claiming his business has been 
plagued by people wearing the 
popular item of clothing. 

Chris Giles (59), who runs Silver 
Scents, has asked the management of 
the shopping centre to consider his 
request because he said people are 
wearing hoods to disguise their faces 
when they come into his shop to steal. 

In recent weeks, items of jewellery have 
been taken and Mr Giles said that in the past 
both he and his wife have been threatened 
by youngsters wearing hooded tops. 

He first called for the ban four years ago 
when he was the victim of a knife attack at 
the hands of a youngster outside his store, 
but the request was refused. 

However, after reading last week’s report 
in the Star about the shopper who was 
refused entry to the Asda supermarket 
unless he removed his hood, Mr Giles has 
repeated his call for a ban. 

“When somebody comes in wearing a 
hoodie my ears prick up and I start looking 
around more to see what they are doing,” he 
said. “I have to watch them like a hawk.

“You can’t see their faces properly and 
people use that as a way to steal left, right 
and centre. 

“We are in the firing line. It’s easy for 
people to say this and that but when some¬ 
body comes in wearing a hood it immedi¬ 
ately makes me feel uneasy because of what 
has happened 

“I’m not saying all people who wear 
hoods are up to no good but I think it would 
deter a lot of problems if there was a ban on 
people having their hoods up.” 

Back in 2005 the Bluewater shopping 
complex in Kent became the first in the 
country to ban people from wearing hooded 
tops as part of a crackdown on anti-social 
behaviour. 

However, Harvey Centre manager Bryan 
Young said banning the item would not be 
the right course of action as no other shops 
had reported problems. 

“We will, of course, closely monitor the 
situation with Mr Giles in an attempt to 
develop a solution to his problems,” he 
added.

THE latest technology is being 
used in the UK to ensure 
clothing manufacturers are kept 
up-to-date with children's 
changing body sizes. 

At the moment most shops use children's 
measurements taken back in 1990 to help 
them make their clothes the right size, but 
retailers have realised that many garments for 
young people no longer fit properly. 

So now a futuristic 3D scanner is being used 
to measure thousands of children across the 
country in an effort to find out their average 
size. 

Around 250 children have already been 
scanned and organisers are planning to 
measure as many as 6,000. 

The children being scanned stand in a special 
booth while the machine uses 16 sensors and 
32 cameras to take pictures. These are then 
pieced together to create a virtual 3D image of 
the child's body, which is saved on a 
computer. 

Eventually computer whizzes will be able to 
use the information from all the scans to 
produce a new set of average measurements, 
making it much easier for manufacturers to 
make clothes to fit children properly. 

A survey of adult sizes carried out by the same 
company in 2001 found that people were, on 
average, much bigger than clothing 
manufacturers had thought.

Fresh hope for first timers 


Falling prices and financial incentives are giving 

new buyers the chance to get on the property ladder 


THERE is no doubt that the 
housing market is going through a 
turbulent time, but one trend that 
may have been eclipsed by news 
of house price falls is the re- 
emergence of first time buyers. 
Previously priced out at the height 
of the market, this buying sector is 
showing signs of activity thanks to 
the increasing availability of funding 
schemes from housebuilders and 
government initiatives.

country with lower monthly outgo¬ 
ings.” 

Several new incentives are giving 
homebuyers in Hertfordshire and 
Essex the opportunity to get onto 
the property ladder with some 
developers offering substantial price 
reductions. 

There is also the opportunity to opt 
for schemes such as Buy Back, where 
the company offers a ten year guar¬ 
antee to buy the property back for 
the original purchase price including 
stamp duty and legal costs incurred. 
Bryant Homes is boosting sales at 
its White Street development in 
Dunmow, Essex, by doubling their 
deposit of up to 10 per cent. 

Emily Gilchrist, regional sales man¬ 


ager, said: "As many mortgage 
lenders now require higher deposits 
than they have in previous years, 
we are giving our customers the 
opportunity to make a larger initial 
investment in their new home now, 
so that they don't have to save up 
for months, or even years. 

"If they - or their parents - can put 
down a deposit of up to 10 per cent 
of the purchase price of their new 
home at White Street, we'll match 
that to help them save thousands of 
pounds now and over the lifetime 
of their mortgage." 

A choice of two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments is currently available at 
White Street, priced from £139,995, 
along with 12 three-bedroom hous¬ 
es starting at £194,000. 

Across the county border in 


Hertfordshire, Barratt North 
London , the developer behind 32 
one and two-bedroom apartments, 
priced from £140,000, at Riverside 
Quarter on the banks of the Stort, 
has joined forces with the 
Government to offer a 30 per cent 
equity loan. 

As part of the HomeBuy Direct 
scheme, launched a month ago, the 
buyer finances the remaining 70 per 
cent of the purchase price through 
a mortgage, deposit or combination 
of the two. 

Christine Scarborough, sales direc¬ 
tor at Barratt North London, said: 
“The 30 per cent equity loan from 
ourselves and the Government 
means that in many cases they 
don't even need to have a deposit." 
She added: "The scheme is open to 


first time buyers, key workers and 
others who are currently renting. 
People who have previously owned 
properties, but are now unable to 
do so - perhaps because they have 
been in relationships which came 
to an end - can also apply." 
Meanwhile, Weston Homes is offer¬ 
ing a 25 per cent reduction in the 
price of apartments at its Bishop's 
Stortford development Archers 
Place, where one-bedroom apart¬ 
ments now start from £142,500 and 
the two bedrooms at £169,950, and 
has recently introduced a Buy Back 
scheme

MARCUS Nispel, who directed the 2003 
remake of The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, 
helms this revamp of the seminal 1980 
chiller about a masked psychopath 
running amok at Camp Crystal Lake. 

In this new incarnation, Clay Miller (Jared 
Padalecki) is searching for his missing 
sister Whitney (Amanda Righetti) and 
pursues the few leads to Crystal Lake, 
where locals and the police warn him to 
stay away from the infamous beauty spot. 
Ignoring these sage words, Clay heads for 
the site of Jason Vorhees' bloodthirsty 
rampage, accompanied by local lovely, 
Jenna (Danielle Panabaker). 

They discover rotting old cabins covered 
with moss and an eerie quiet.

ANIMAL lovers will likely go barking 
mad for David Frankel’s comedy- 
drama about one man’s journey of 
self-discovery with a mischievous 
Labrador, based on the memoir by 
John Grogan. 

Marley & Me collars decent laughs with 
uproarious interludes as the four-legged 
central character runs amok in Florida. 
However, the script plumbs surprising 
emotional depths too, eliciting strong 
performances from leads Owen Wilson and 
Jennifer Aniston as a young couple 
struggling to juggle professional and parental 
responsibilities. 

Audiences should cram every available 
pocket with handkerchiefs because Frankel’s 
film is a modern day Old Yeller, following the 
relationship between man and his best 
friend to its natural conclusion. 

Forget a polite, covert dab to the eyes. 

Grown men will be reduced to sobbing and 
snivelling wrecks by the picture’s final 
frames, which remain the right side of 
cloying. 

Newly weds John and Jenny Grogan 
(Wilson, Aniston) move from Michigan to 
the subtropical climate of West Palm Beach 
to pursue parallel careers as journalists and 
settle down. 

When fellow reporter Sebastian (Eric Dane) 
plants a seed of worry in John’s mind about 
his wife wanting a baby, the husband 
decides to dodge the bullet by buying Jenny 
a child substitute in the form of golden 
Labrador pup Marley. 

The tiny, adorable bundle of fun soon grows 
into 100 pounds of uncontrollable energy, 
chewing up anything and everything in their 
home, from clothes to furniture; even an 
expensive necklace has to work its way 
through the dog’s digestive tract before 
Jenny can wear it around her neck. 

The couple labels the pet ‘the world’s worst 
dog’ and hope an obedience trainer might 
be able to instil some discipline. 

Inevitably, Marley wreaks havoc and the 
experiences compel John to put pen to 
paper and write a popular column in the 
local newspaper, to the delight of his cranky 
editor (Alan Arkin).

Into the belly of the beast in LA 



L.A. CONFIDENTIAL (TWO-DISC 
SPECIAL EDITION) 

(Warner Home Video, 18, retail) 

Faithfully condensing the labyrinthine, brutal, 
beautiful, vulgar prose of powerhouse crime writer 
James Ellroy for the screen is an impossible task - 
failures large and small include Brian De Palma’s 
dreadful The Black Dahlia , 1988’s Cop and ’98’s 
Brown’s Requiem - but director Curtis Hanson comes 
astonishingly close by nailing the spirit, if not the 
letter, of his work. 

He and co-writer Brian Helgeland strip away sub¬ 
plots, shift events and change narrative details, but 
emerge with a gorgeous hymn to the golden era of 
crime noirs while remaining steeped in the book’s 
dense, idiosyncratic vibe. 

It’s Los Angeles in the early 1950s and the sunny 
Hollywood glamour is slowly peeling away in the 
year-round sun to reveal the tawdry, rotten underbelly 
which is the hunting ground of tabloid hack and 
salacious smut peddler Sid Hudgens (Danny DeVito), 
the film’s expositional tour guide. 

An horrific multiple murder at the Nite Owl diner 
occurs against the broader backdrop of underworld 
struggles to fill the power vacuum left by the jailing of 
real-life mob boss Mickey Cohen, but the truth behind 
the crimes is altogether darker and draws in three 
very different lawmen - old school hardcase Bud 
White (Russell Crowe), straight-arrow careerist Ed 
Exley (Guy Pearce) and showboating celebrity cop 
Jack Vincennes (Kevin Spacey). 

Together, their investigations expose a deadly 
conspiracy of corruption, murder, betrayal with 
implications for the whole city. 

L.A. Confidential is about as flawless as they come, 
with stellar performances across the board, 
breathtaking design, scripting sharp enough to cut 
your wrists on and a beautiful Jerry Goldsmith 
soundtrack. 

Extras in this special edition include a sprawling 
commentary with everyone from Ellroy to the talent 
behind and before the cameras, a music-only track, 
several absorbing documentaries on the making of, 
cast and crew interviews, a fascinating recreation of 
Hanson’s original photo-based pitch to get his film 
made, a behind-the-scenes visit to key sets and the 
curious pilot for the abortive 1999 L.A. Confidential 
TV series starring Kiefer Sutherland.

(DNC, 15, retail) 

Eric Red, writer of cults hits Near Dark and The 
Hitcher, scripts and shoots this superior supernatural 
drama that succeeds in being about far more than 
mere spectral presences and things going bump from 
beyond. 

Marnie (Famke Jansen) is released on parole from 
prison, where she’s been serving time for killing her 
abusive cop husband Mike (Michael Pare) in self- 
defence. 

An electronic tag with a 100ft radius effectively puts 
her under house arrest unless she wants to 


automatically return to jail - but unfortunately, she’s 
not alone and the vengeful spirit of her dead spouse 
subjects her to a series of savage attacks. 

Haunted and hunted in her own home, she finds no 
help from her husband’s former partner Shanks 
(Bobby Cannavale), who believes her guilty of the 
deliberate murder of his friend and stakes out her 
apartment in the hope of catching her breaching 
tagging restrictions. 

But even he has to reconsider when Mike (created in 
a variety of chilling and viscerally physical guises) 
extends his rage to anybody else coming into Mamie’s 
life. 

By shooting in a very limited environment and 
keeping the camera’s gaze fixed almost permanently 
on its lead, the film expects a great deal from Jansen 
in terms of maintaining the interest and energy, and 
it’s to her credit that she does so in spades with a 
thoroughly committed and plausible performance 
speaking more to the torments of an abused wife 
than the usual girl-in-danger-from-ghosts histrionics 
you might expect.

BAD BIOLOGY 

(Revolver Entertainment, 18, retail) 

A lot of movies try to draw in viewers via the reverse 
psychology of warning them off because of the 
allegedly extreme content, virtually daring people to 
expose themselves to material apparently so appalling 
it might induce nausea, coronaries or mental collapse. 
Of course, they usually turn out to be so tame you 
could take your grandmother to see them, but Frank 
Henelotter’s Bad Biology is one of the few that would 
merit such hyperbole. In 6ft tall letters. Underscored 
with lurid neon. 

When he’s not rescuing vintage exploitation flicks 
through his Something Weird label, he’s been busy 


making his own films largely obsessed with bodily 
mutation and characterised by their cheerfully sleazy 
tones, copious gore, jet black humour and raunchy, 
unblushing view of sex. 

Starting out with midnight movie favourite Basket 
Case in 1982, the touching fable of misfit Duane and 
his deformed Siamese twin Belial taking revenge on 
the doctors who separated them (which spawned 
two sequels), he progressed to a delirious cautionary 
tale of substance abuse in Brain Damage and a 
preposterous romance of a boy and his dream girl in 
Frankenhooker. 

Bad Biology is his first feature in 16 years and from 
the word go he’s off at Warped Factor 10 beyond the 
outer reaches of outrageous. 

Photographer Jennifer (Charlee Danielson) is a young 
woman born with an over-endowment of a particular 
sensory organ, leaving her with frenzied appetites 
which usually prove fatal for her unwitting partners - 
not to mention the inconvenience of mutant offspring 
with a two-hour gestation period. 

True romance isn’t on the cards, but on the other side 
of town is Batz (Anthony Sneed), a young man with a 
frankly indescribable problem due to a childhood 
accident leaving a part of him with a mind of its own 
and a serious drug habit. 

They were made for each other, but their inevitable 
meeting certainly doesn’t go as planned ... 

The two young leads give remarkably committed 
(and admirably straight-faced) performances, and the 
whole thing is so ridiculously incorrect that it 
scorches right past offensive into disbelief and mild 
hysteria.
